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DECLARATION UNDER RULE 131 

I, Andrew Robbins, declare as follows: 

1. I am an inventor in the above-identified application. 

2. Prior to January 9, 2003, in the United States, I conceived and reduced to practice, 
a computer-implemented system for storing information representing pre-paid 
physical products on physical cards. 

3. As evidence of this conception and reduction to practice, I submit Exhibit A, 
which is a feature design document for the feature "Products on Gift Cards." 

4. Section 3 of Exhibit A discloses the merchant's ability to add information 
representative of physical products, such as appetizers, entrees, and drinks, to a 
physical card. 

6. Redacted dates on Exhibits A are prior to January 9, 2003. 

5. As additional evidence of this conception and reduction to practice, I submit 
Exhibit B, which is an entry in a bug report database. At the bottom of Exhibit B, 
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the feature is described in msg 5544 as that of enabling purchase of a gift card 
with "12 coffees," as opposed to a dollar amount. Changes made to implement the 
feature are referred to in msg5545. 

7. Redacted dates on Exhibit B msg5544 and msg5545 are prior to January 9, 2003. 
Remaining dates on Exhibit B are after January 9, 2003.
